Of this number 1,162 were 
in the civil war; 111 in. the Spanish- 
American war; 8 in the Mexican war; 5 
in the war of 1812; and one in the rev- 
olutionary war. Tho names are on two 
bronze plates, at either tide of a large 
statue of Peace. 


Forum for Speoken. 


In front of the ttatue U a forum for 


the public speakers. The monument was 
unveiled by Miss Mary'Hale, of Geneva, 
granddaughter 
of ex-Senator 
8. W. 


Hale. Tho rear of the monument is 
given over to the honor of the omen of 
the wars, and represents a nurse min- 
istering to a wounded soldier. A sheet 
of water falls from the foot of the 
figure over red, white and blue light*.

Albany, N. Y, Oct. 30.—Railway traf- 


fic managers have ceased to war on wa- 
terways improvements because they real- 
ize that their lines no longer are capable 
of handling all the heavier 
freight. 


Henry.W. Hill, of Buffalo, president of 
the New York State Waterways asso- 
ciation, so declared today in his opening 
address at the annual convention of the 
organization. 


"With tho increase in the cost of coal 


and other operating expenses of Tail- 
roads." he said, "the time-is not distant 
when the larger and coarser ffeTghte will 
be relegated to transportation by water- 
ways, as not only the most economical 
but as the only means for such trans- 
portation, by reason of the necessary 
cost of railway carrying. 
Traffic man- 


agers understand this and are no longer 
waging unceasing war on all waterway 
traffic matters. They appreciate that 
the lighter and more costly classes of 
freight are increasing in such volume 
and are so much more remunerative than 
the coarser freights that they are profit- 
able and now it is fully the carrying ca- 
pacity of railways."

room at the court house until 2 o'clock 
this morning. Then she was permitted 
to go to the judges' lobby where she 
slept on a couch until awakened at 4:30 
and summoned to the court room. 


After Mrs. Eaton had left the court 


room the jurors through their foreman 
asked that they might be allowed to 
meet her. The permission was grantee 
and they formed a. semi-circle in the 
corridor. Mrs. Eaton came out from the 
judge's 
lobby and thanked them in- 


dividually. 


As she did so she burst into tears for 


the first time since her trial started.

To the Voters of the City of Fort 


Wayne.: 


The non-partisan platform, speaks up- 


on the subject of park boards inthe fol- 
lowing language: 


"Park Boards. 


"We believe that the act passed by the 


last democratic legislature, creating and 
giving certain powers to our park board, 
should only be supported if such act 
meets with" the approval of the majority 


>f the citizens of Fort Wayne. The next 
city administration can not modify or 
repeal this act; that can only be done 
by tho state legislature and if, in 
election of representatives to the next 
ejpslature or in anv other manner, the 
majority of our citizens show themselves 
opposed to this law, wo will assist in 
securing its modification or repeal in 
accordance with their desires/' 


This presents a subject which has had 


much discussion before tho people in the 
ast four years, and one upon which there 
s a great division of opinion. The park 
board law seems not to be generally 
inderstood, there being a conception upon 
:hc part of a number of ta:rpaycrs that 
,hc hoard is possed of arbitrary power 
to establish parks and boulevards as it 
sees fit. without consulting the wishes of 
the people in the immediate neighbor- 
howl. This is not the effect of the law, 
however, and while the park board has 
the power to" plan park improvements, 
yet they are subject to remonstrance on 
the part of the people in the district af 
ferted in the same way that a resolution 
nf ihf board of works to pave a street 
is subject to ft remonstrance upon the 
part, of the people affected. The absence 
of publicity upon this subject, and the 
fact that the'people bive not realized 


that the park board's actions can be. con- 
trolled entirely by the people, have been 
the chief causes of disapproval of the 
board's work. 


This pcems to be a good place to again 


say to the taxpayers, as I have hereto- 
fore said, that I very heartily favor the. 
rule of the majority in all cases, and 
would be very much opposed to granting 
to any board arbitrary powers along any 
line, and I would oppose any extension 
of the powers now granted to the park 
board under the present law. As set out 
in the above plank of the platform, if, 
upon investigation, it developed that * 
majority of the people are opposed to 
tho provisions of the park board law. 
even as it now stands, arid desire it re- 
pealed or a revision of its provisions. I 
wish to assure such that the very earn- 
est support of the non-partisan admin- 
istration will be extended In helping to 
secure suoh repeal or modification as de- 
sired. 


In this connection, it seeras to me 


proper to deny a rumor, which has been 
given extensive circulation in this cam- 
paign, to the effect that I and those as- 
sociated with me on the non-partisan 
ticket favor a bond issue for river beau- 
tification. etc. Nothing could be farther 
from tho truth, and the fact is that 1 
have never made any statement favor- 
ing such a proposition, and personally. 
I 'do not favor the expending of money 
for snch a purpose while the sewers of 
onr city empty in the rivers that traverse 
the city, and shall earnestly oppose any 
effort to Issoe bonds for that purposs. T 
wisb now in denounce all such rumor? 
as wholly false and manufactured solely 
for political effect,

of the gas company to furnish artificial 
gaS for eighty-five cents per thousand 
was refused and the matter taken into 
the United States court, where such pro- 
ceedings were had as resulted in ninety- 
cent gas for five years and cightyjfive- 
cent gas for the next five years—thus 
costing the consumer five cents per thou-1 
sand more than could have been secured 
without costly litigation. When the frail' 
chise was piesciitcd to the court for ap- 
proval, the court refused to approve it 
until tl o contract was amended so as to 
define the quality of the gas to bo fur- 
nished in protection of the consumer. 


The question of the duration of the 


franchise of the gas company and tho 
rates it can charge therefor are now gov- 
erned by the new stale public utility law, 
and are placed within the jurisdiction of 
the state public service 
commission.
